Cast on 10 stitches more and knit 6 or 8 rows more than the number given 
in the instructions for the tendon square. 

Compare the number of stitches and rows which you have obfatned to 10 cm or 
4 in square, with those given in the instructions. 

^ if there are too few stitches and rows to 10 cm or 4 in square, you are knitting 
too iooseiy, use a smatier size needtes. 

♦ if there are too many sf/fcf?es and rows to 10 cm or 4 m square, you are 
knitting too tighUy, use a larger size needtes. 

♦ if your tension square matches ours, you can begin foHowing the instrvctiotrs.

JACQUARD PAT: Read charts from right to ieft on RS tows and from left to right on WS rows, 
use a separate bafi for each block of color, to avoid holes In worff when changing colors, twist 
yams on HfS, At every coior change, make 1st row a K row on R$ or P row on WS (to prevent 
color from previous row from showing through).
